PRAYER CHANGES THINGS 


By a Business Man 


The blessing of prayer is a spe- 
cial privilege for the Christian. No 
other being has such privilege, save 
a seeking and penitent sinner. Yet 
we Christians use the privilege so 
little and so carelessly. 


I am a business man. I learned 
a long time ago it pays to pray. 
I have forgotten most everything 
I was taught in college save one 
indelible remark made by the pres- 
ident in a chapel talk. It was, 
“It pays to pray, young men, yes, 
even for help in exams. I challenge 
you to try it.” I did. It paid. 


As I look back now over the 
years filled with my sins and my 
share of life’s disappointments, I 
thank the Lord I remembered that 
challenge. Prayer has been my 
help. 

I know it changes things. I know, 
too, that prayer is power. I know 
because the Bible teaches it and 
from the testimony of Christians 
and personal experience. “The ef- 
fectual, fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much.” (James 
5:16). “Delight thyself also in the 
Lord; and he shall give thee the de- 
sires of thine heart.” (Psalms 37:- 
4). “If ye abide in me, and my 
words adide in you, ye shall ask 
what ye will, and it shall be done 
unto you.” (John 15:7). 


The world scoffs at these state- 
ments, yes, even some preachers. 
“Does the Creator,” they ask, “care 
anything about words of praise 
from the creature? Is He going 
to change anything in the universe 
just to satisfy the desires of a 
human heart?” My answer to both 
is, Yes. The Psalms are full of 
praise and thanksgiving and the 
Bible tells us that David was the 
man after God’s own heart. In 
Revelation, we are told of a multi- 
tude of the heavenly host praising 
God and again and again we are 
taught in the Bible by example to 
praise Him. 

And why should not God want 
His own, whom He not only creat- 
ed, but has redeemed by the blood 
of Christ, to praise Him? What 
earthly father does not enjoy the 
arms of his baby around his neck 


and the first little words of love? 
Yet your baby is too young to 
know much, neither does its 
strength begin to compare with 
yours, but all that does not matter. 
Your babies’ love thrills you, and 
you delight to help them. “If ye 
then being evil know how to give 
good gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall your Father which 
is in heaven give good things to 
them that ask Him? I maintain 
it pleases the Lord when we, in our 
hearts, say, “I love you, you have 
done so much for me.” And we 
ought to first please Him in order 
not to be ashamed to ask Him 
for more. 

Does God always answer prayer? 
Well, the answer does not always 
come at the time expected, and it 
is not always affirmative. Never- 
theless, He does answer, and to 
our satisfaction and peace that 
passes all understanding if we pray 
aright. : 

We are told about the answer 
to a prayer of Daniel being delayed 
by the evil one and how God used 
two of His mighty angels to de- 
liver the delayed answer. Some- 
times we have to “pray without 
ceasing” all night to get the an- 
swer, sometimes daily for months 
and even years. I remember a 
young man coming back to God 
in our church recently. His mother 
told me it was the answer to a 
prayer twenty-five years long. It 
is said that Spurgeon, after pray- 
ing sometime fifteen minutes, 
would ask the Lord to forgive him 
for his age gene #8 

I believe in taking Christ into 
my business, and I have made Him 
my “silent Partner’ after many 
heartbreaking years trying it a- 
lone. And I want to say it is the 
best business deal I have ever 
made. I consult my silent Part- 
ner about the business daily. If 
He is not pleased with what I 
am doing, I quit it. My first aim 
now is to please Him. He only 
asks a salary of at least ten per 
cent of what we make, with the
